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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The ternn "heater" as recited in independent 
claims 2270 and 5397 can still be construed broadly enough to encompass the electrical conductors or electrodes of Sresty et 
al(4,485869) as providing or transferring heat to the formation via the electromagnetic energy radiated therefrom. If, however, these 
claims were amended to read - allowing the heat to transfer directly from the one or more heaters - , then the rejections based on 
Sresty et al would be dropped.
